High Court approves 
GOP districting plan ~

In a decision that drew applause from 
Olio Republicans. and disappointment 
from the Democrats, tne U.S. Supreme 
Court overturned a federal district ‘court 
ruling that Ohio's most recent reappor- 
tionment plan violated the federal Voting 
Rights Act and the U.S. Constitution 

The impact of that decision will be to 
keep in place the. 1991 reapportionment 
plan, which some Democrats charge 
was guilty of "packing" Blacks into 
predominately-Black districts while 
creating overwhelmingly white enclaves 
that would benefit the Republicans 

The ruling was applauded by state 
Republicans 

The court provided “justification that 
the map was fair and competitive in the 
first. place," said Thomas Whatman, a 
spokesperson for the Ohio Republican 
Party. 

Whatman said that the Democrats 
had played "partisan politics" in the first 
place in filing the decision, and “the 
federal courts were playing along. with 
that." However, the Supreme Court's 
unanimous decision had “taken the 
politics out of it." 

A spokesperson for House Speaker 
Vern Riffe, however, argued the exact 
opposite -- that politics made the court's 
decision inevitable 

With a Republican-dominated -- a 
conservative-dominated court, (the 
decision) was not unexpected," said 
Kent Carson 

Black State Rep. Ray Miller, whose

Controversy continues 


around Wright remarks

It was supposed to be a tempest 
ipreteapot, a-short-lived-controver- 
sy regarding remarks made eight 
years ago about a judge who, even 
today, retains some strong Black 
support 

But the white-hot issue of Ohio 
Supreme Court Justice Craig 
Wright's continued presence on 
the state's highest court somehow 
will not go away, fanned by state 
legislators and outraged citizens 
and maintaining its potency amid 
the hothouse sensitivities created 
by’ the Marge Schott incident \in 
major league baseball 

Several groups, including the 
state's Black legislators, the Colum- 
bus NAACP, and the Canton 
Repository newspaper, have called 
for Wright's resignation 

Wright has steadfastly said he 
would not resign. But itis unclear 
how the continued drumbeat of 
criticism against Wright will affect 
his decision 

Wright has admitted, after initial- 
ly denying it, that he said in 1984 
and 1985 that former court ad- 
ministrator Louis Damiani had been 
called everything but “a nigger 
named Mo", and that he may have 
had some "Black blood." 

Reports have come out of the 
court that the phrase "a nigger 
named Mo" was one the justice had 
used, and that such racial slurs had 
been used at the court 

The Canton Repository is the 
first major newspaper to ask Wright 
to step down 

In a February 11 editorial, that 
newspaper called Wright's remarks 
"patently offensive", and said. they 
are “only the latest in a series of 
incidents that have cast doubt on 
the integrity of the state's highest 
court.” - 

Wright's supporters have sai 


that his remarks, while admittedly 
offensive, do not-accuratély reflect 
his record on the Supreme Court’ 
While admitting that Wright "can be 
irreverent, he can be offensive," his 
staunch supporter, Larry James 

said "he had a history of being there 

on the tough issues,” particularly 

constitutional protections for the 
rights of the accused. 

However, the Canton Repository 
stated in rebuttal to this argument, 
"it,..is reasonable to wonder how 
anyone could comfortably separate 
Wright's use of these stereotypes in 
casual conversation from the larger 
question of his integrity and impar- 
tiality as a justice of the state's 
highest court,” 

The Columbus NAACP and 
other groups marched on February 
26 at the Supreme Court's head- 
quarters in the James A. Rhodes 


school was understandable. "The 
decision to send Chelsea to a 
private school was really out of his 
hands," said Jye..

Clout in Congress 


lt was 20 years ago, Con- 
gressman Louis Stokes recalled, 
when a young firebrand con- 
gressman from Berkeley named 
Ron Dellums -- a man fervently op- 
posed to the. Vietnam War, and 
viewed as hostile to the military -- 
had asked for assignment to the 
House Armed Services Committee. 

The committee, then under the 
leadership of Louisiana Congressman F, Edward 
Hebert, was a bastion of conservatism. The introduc- 
tion of Dellums to that committee was viewed in much 
the same light as that of a virus to the body -- to be 
fought at all costs 

"They fefused to put Ron on the committee," Stokes 
remembered. "They said they would put any other 
Black on the committee but him." But the®Congres- 
sional Black Caucus, which at the time was a fledgling 
organization of nine members, insisted on Dellums for 
that committee ‘assignment, saying that the organiza- 
tion would not allow the Congressional Democratic 
leadership to decide its members.

Training for judges 


there is one credential any judge in Ohio needs 

in addition to his law license: a rudimentary 
sense of fairness and sensitivity to the racial, ethnic 
and gender concerns of others. 

That is the premise of House Bill 176. which was 
introduced by Beatty in the wake of well-publicized 
comments by Ohio Supreme Court Justice Craig 
Wright that have been roundly attacked as being racist 

The bill would require that each judge in Ohio, as a 
requirement for continued service on the bench, take 
annual training in racial and gender sensitivity and 
ethnic diversity. Today, there is no such mandatory 
requirement -- despite the fact that issues of race and 
gender are often at the cutting edge of concerns that 
many have about the fairness and justice within our 
justice system 

The comments by Craig Wright, in themselves, 
merely “highlight the problem,” Beatty said. But the 
problem is one of long standing. A well-researched 
series by the Dayton Daily News several years ago 
showed in the Montgomery County courtrooms a 
tremendous disparity between the treatment of Blacks

he Recreation and Parks Commission, follow- 
ing the city charter, has selected as the parks 
director Gary Fenton of Roanoke, Virginia. itis 
a decision which has created tremendous controversy 


with the Columbus City Council, and with many in the

In going outside the city to select a director, the 
Recreation and Parks Commission rejected the ap- 
pli¢ations of several qualified in-house candidates, in- 
cluding department deputy director Wayne Roberts. 
The question that the commission has done a poor job 
of answering, in our opinion, is the unique set of 
qualities which Fenton brought to this new job which 
were not available in local candidates 

in serving in the city of Roanoke, Fenton certainty 
gained experience in dealing with the Black community; 
almost.a fourth of the aity's-population of 96,397 is Black 
—- comparable.to Columbus’. However, at the same 
time, the population of the city of Roanoke overall is 
less than one-sixth that of Columbus. The magnitude 
of the services that Columbus Recreation and Parks 
Department provides, and the citizenry for whom the 
department provides jt, far outstrips anything in 
Fenton's experience in Roanoke 

That certainly does not, in itself, disqualify Fenton 
But it continues to raise the question of what charac- 
teristics the commission was looking for when it brought 
in the new director 


and whites -- a disparity that, sadly, can.be seen in the

Such disparities cut to the heart of the justice system 
-- the notion that."justice is blind." and that those who 
handle the law are not motivated by prejudice or 
bigotry. 

Fortunately, Beatty's bill has bipartisan support 
One of the House's most conservative members, as- 
sistant minority leader William Batchelder, is a Co-spon- 
sor of the bill. He recognizes that even the appearance 
of racial animus or insensitivity poisons the well of law 
from which all society must drink, And he calls Beatty's 
measure a “very sensible” way to address the problem 

We urge the legislature to act quickly on House Bill 
176. Racism will, undoubtedly, never be completely 
erased from our judicial system. At the same time. 
mandatory training in this area will give judges the tools 
to investigate their own subtle prejudices, and hopefully 
improve the quality of justice that all our citizens 
receive >

At the same time, the commission, by its vote, 
continues a disturbing history: in the city of Columbus, 
a Black person has never headed the city's recreation 
and parks department, despite its integral role in provid- 
ing services to those in some of the city's poorest and 
most heavily minority neighborhoods 

It was understandable, at one time, that there had 
been no Blacks in this key role. The post was held for 
years by the late Melvin Dodge, who built the city’s 
system of parks and recreation facilities into the envy 
of the nation. 

It was even understandable at the time that Dodge 
resigned to head the Convention and Visitors’ Bureau 
that his key deputy, James Barney, would be named to 
replace him. But itis less understandable that, whena 
Black official has risen to a position near the top of the 
department, the commission is now looking outside the 
city to find its leader. 

We wish Gary Fenton the best in his new job, At the 
same time, we will be watching Closely to ensure that 
the interests of those in the city’s inner-city neighbor- 
hoods are effectively addressed by the new leadership. 

And we aré hopeful that, at some point, the Recrea- 
tion and Parks Commission will more adequately ex- 
plain the thinking by which no one in Columbus was 
qualified to run this department, 


reflects the increased political and institutional clout of 
the nation’s Congressional Black Caucus. For today 
that Berkeley legisiator, Ronald Dellums -- the one that 
the conservative Democrats sought to reject -- is now 
chairman of that same House Armed Services Com- 
mittee 

The seating of the new congress does not represent 
anew era for the Congressional Black Caucus, Stokes 
said. Bul itdoes represent the continued growth of the 
CBC -- “both in numbers and maturation.” 

Lou Stokes looks upon the current status of the 
Congressional Black Caucus with some measure of 
pride, With the recent Congressional redistricting and 
the impact of the voting rights act, and the election of 
Carol Moseley Braun as the first Black female ever to 
sit in the U.S, Senate, the number of Black Con- 
gresspersons has swollen to 40 voting members -- an 
unprecedented total. 

That total clearly makes the Congressional Black 
Caucus one of the key -- if not the key -- voting bloc in 
Congress. In the House, Stokes noted, "38 votes (one 
member, Gary Franks, is a Republican and often does 
not vote with the other caucus members) can almost 
defeat or pass almost any piece of legislation.” 

But mere numbers does not adequately convey the 
institutional clout which the various caucus members 
now-have. Stokes himself is chair of the powerful 
House Appropriations subcommittee that controls 
spending for the Veterans Administration, the Depart-

ment of Housing and Urban Development, and the 
National Aeronautics and Space Administration, 
among other agencies. Almost $90 billion in federa 
spending goes through his subcommittee, In additior 
to Dellums, Blacks now chair the committees govern 
ing all governmental operations (John Conyers oO) 
Michigan) and the post office and civil service (Williar 
Clay of Missoun), Stdkes himself remains the chair o 
the House Ethics Committee , 

It is ironic, but the Black congressional leaders have 
used the system's institutional structures -- including 
its seniority system -- to acquire political power, ir 
much the same manner as the conservatives such as 
Hebertacquired and used it more than 40 years ago 

“The South understood the seniority system, 
Stokes said. As the southerners continued to returr 
their congresspersons repeatedly to Congress, thos¢ 
congressmen moved up the congressional peckin¢ 
order to the place where they began to control critica 
committees. 

Unfortunately for Blacks and the civil fights move 
ment, those southern congressmen often used thei 
power to block critical civil rights legislation. But they 
also used that power to help build the south as the aree 
of the country which has had the most heavy military 
presence 

Now, with Black Congressmen beginning to move 
into key roles in the Congress, “(the seniority system) 
is beginning to work for Black people in the same way 
it worked for southern white people 35, 40 years ago.’ 

in the debate over the Clinton Administration's tap 
and spending policies, itis likely that the Congressiona 
Black Caucus will be a critical player. From an or 
ganization that had to fignt for its member to be placec 
on the House Armed Services Committee to an or 
ganization whose member chairs that same commit 
tee. the Congressional Black Caucus now has what its 
members sought more than 20 years ago -- a key role 
for Black leadership in the nation’s political debate

Risk factors for prostate cancer include a family history of the.disease. 
Occupational exposure to cadmium also places men at slightly higher 
risk. Nutrition also may play a role in prostate cancer. Some studies 
indicate that a diet high in fat may increase. risk, 

The odds of developing prostate cancer increase with age. More than 
80 percent of prostate cancer is diagnosed in men over age 65 

The prostate is a solid, oblong gland that lies within the pelvic cavity 
of males. About the size of a*walnut, it surrounds the urethra and neck 
of the bladder and has.ducts that open into the urethra, It secrets a milky 
fluid that maintains semen at the proper pH, 

The cause of prostate cance? is unknown, but it may be hormone 
related. It isa disease that progresses slowly, often without symptoms. 
Signs and symptoms of prostate cancer can include difficulty urinating, 
pain or blood on urinating, or the need to urinate frequently, These same 
symptoms, however, also can indicate non-cancerous conditions such 
as infection or prostate enlargement. ’ 


The American Cancer Society recommends that men over age 40 
have.a digital rectal exam ag part of an annual physical. In addition, men 
over 50 should have an annual prostate-specific antigen blood test. If 
the results of either test are suspicious, furthertesting should be done 
using transrectal ultrasound

Permanence of racism 
and the Black challenge 


In the past. month or so, | have had the 
profound intellectual pleasure of hearing two 
unusually dynamic approaches to the dilemma 
facing black professionals~in these United 
States. The contrast in styles in the two ap- 
proaches could not more} 
s pronounced 

Both views, lam convinced, representa basis 
for the development of two poss utures for 
the African American professional, Both ap- 
proaches were presented here in Columbus ing 
the dead of winter, hopefully to minds as viva- 
cious as sprightly fawn 

On the one hand, Professor Derrick Bell, Visit- 
ing Professor at New York University, is con- 
vinced that racism is such a permanent and 
pervasive f@ature of the American way that no 
amount of Sotial programming can. expunge its 
blight on the American landscape. Only when 
whites can see an advantage for themselves, 
said Bell, do they extend themselves to blacks 

Beil’s argument is based on his own historical § 
analysis and the analysis of a Professor Sidney 
Wilhelm who wrote a book entitled WHO NEEDS 
THE NEGRO in the 70s. Both professors have §

concluded that since bla are no longer 
needed as a primary source of cheap labor 
blacks pose a special problem for the white 


power structure 

The racism that is such an integral part of the ’ 
system, Bell believes, prevents whites from ac- 
cepting blacks as full participants in any aspect 
of the business of America. Most whites are so 
blinded by-racism, Bell says, that they refuse to!

Life's experiences have branded Gary with 
the message of his approach to the dilemma 
facing the black professional: there is no, sub- 
stitute for hard work and hard work pays off in 
big dividends of greater and greater luck. Gary is 
now a multi-millionaire attorney who insists that 
each time he goes ihto a court with a client, he 
expects to win. Winning is his revenge to a 
system that decimated many of his cohorts. Win- 
ning is Gary's answer to a system that would 
have destroyed him ‘as well Winning through 
hard--and smart--work is Gary's answer to the 
youngsters: he teaches, the sons he is raising, 
the professionals to whom his comments were 
addressed

IRS tests voice signature 
for filing taxes by phone 


Thousands of Ohioans can file their 
federal income tax return without mailing 
anything to the Internal Revenue Service 
this year. The IRS is testing a voice 
signature option on its TeleFile -- file by 


q 


Instead of signing and mailing a tax 
return, qualifying taxpayers can all. the 
agency on a special toll-free number 
enter their tax information over a Touch 
Tone telephone, and state their name to 
complete the filing process, said James 


E. Rogers, Jr., assistant district director 
of the agency's Cincinnati District office 

It's fast, easy, convenient, and is vir- 
tually’ error-free", Rogers said. "This is 
our latest effort to reduce the burden on 
taxpayers." 

Generally, Telefile is available to single 
Ohio taxpayers who used the system last 
year or who filed, or could have filed Form 
1040EZ. The system.is-open.24 hours a 


day taxpayers can file at their con- 
venience 

Eligible taxpayers will receive a spe- 
cial lax package in the mail with com- 
plete instructions. The tax package 
contains the toll-free number to call and 
a personal identification number for 
$ecufity reasons when filing 

The home of this newest technology. is 
the IRS Service Center in Covington 
Kentucky, which also processed the first 
electronically filed returns in 1986. Fred 
Williams, who diretts-operatidns at the 
Govington facility said TeleFile is user 
friendly, “It will add your income, com; 
pute the tax. and tel! you the amount of 
your refund or balance. due--all within 
approximately seven minutes.” Williams 
Said 

Taxpayers who owe additional tax 
have the option of filing early and mailing 
their payment by: April 15 

IRS introduced TeleFile last year. The 
system was only available in Ohio, The 
agency iS again restricting 1992 tax 
return usage to the Buckeye State 
Voice signature is limited to taxpayers in 
central and southern Ohio 

More than 426,000 Ohioans used 
TeleFile last year. More than 13,500 of 
the TeleFiled returns were filed within the 
Cincinnati city limits alone. The typical 
Filer was .25 years old and'had an 
income of $10,000; with about $25 of, 
nterest income :

3oard (NLRB) has reaffirmed that 
an employer rule forbidding 
amployees from discussing their 
salaries constitutes interference, 
estraint and coercion of protected 
2mployee rights under, the National 
.abor Relations Act (NLRA). The 
Board thus concludes that an 
2mployer promulgating or enforcing 


such a rule violates the National 
Labor Relations Act. 

In March 1991, Automatic Screw 
Products Co., Inc. verbally promul- 
gated, and since that date main- 
tained a rule prohibiting discussion 
of salaries among its employees 
In June and July of 1991, the 
employer's president advised an 
employee that discussions among 
employees, about salaries were 
prohibited and later terminated an 
employee, John Hartman, for viola- 
tion of that rule. 


Hartman filed an unfair labor 
practice charge with the NLRB, 
contending that the employer's 
rule, is promulgation, and his ter- 
mination violated Section 8(a((1).of 
the NLRA. The Board affirmed the 
decision of an administrative law 
judge finding Automatic Screw vio- 
lated the NLRB. 

The company admitted that it 
had promulgated the rule and had 
discharged Hartman for its viola 
tion, The only defense raised by 
Automatic Screw was that no union 
organizing activities. were ongoing

Q: I’ve often given Lottery tickets as part of 
my tips at restaurants. I want to make sure 


I’m not doing anything illegal—is it okay to 
use a Lottery ticket as a tip? 
— Kathy Wright, Sandusky, OH 


A: You are prohibited by law from giving away or accepting a Lottery 
ticket after it has been determined to be a prize winner. The law does 
allow people to make gifts of unscratched instant tickets and on-line 
tickets, provided the gifts were made prior to the drawing or the scratch- 
off that would determine them as winners. 


Q: Just Curious: when and where was the 


first Lottery ticket sold? 
— Ed Harvey, Newark, OH 


A: New Hampshire was the first of the current lottery states to sell a 
lottery ticket. That was in 1964. The ticket cost three dollars and required 
a form to be filled out. The drawing was held twice a year, then 
progressed to weekly, and'now daily drawings" 


Q: I own a convenience store, and I was won- 
dering just what’s involved in becoming an 


Ohio Lottery retailer. 

— D. Blick, Cleveland, OH 
A: The first step is to-contact the nearest Ohio Lottery office so that you 
can fill out.an application. A Lottery sales representative will visit the 
premises and complete a sales and marketing report, which will assist 
the Lottery in determining the feasibility of the application, There are two 
types of Lottery retailers: t) CONVENTIONAL retailers sell only Ohio 
Lottery Instant Tickets. The retailer must be a conventional retailer for six 
months and establish sales of $500.00 per week before being consiiered 
for an on-line terminal. 2) ON-LINE retailers sell Instant tickets and 
tickets for all Lottery on-line games (Super Lotto, Kicker, Buckeye 5, and 
Pick 4). For more information, contact your nearest Lottery office.

Curb on prostitutes, johns 


finds favor on Bryden Rd.

Ray Miller wants to make it more 
costly for prostitutes -- and (he men 
who frequent them -- to ply their 
trade, particularly in the inner-city 
neighborhoods of Ohio. And 
several people on Bryden Road 
agree with. him 

Miller's measure, House Bill 
171, will stiffen the penalties for 
prostitution and soliciting, and 
allow authorities to seize the cars 
used by persons seeking the ser 
vices of prostitutes. 

The bill will increase the penal 
tles for prostitution and soliciting to 
second-degree misdemeanors, 
from third-degree, misdemeanors 
After two or more convictions for 
elther offense, the crimes would be- 
come foaurth-degree felonies, 


punishable by up to five years in 
prison and a $2,500 fine 

Miller's. bill would also mandate 
a 30-day driver's license suspen- 
sion, and permit seizure of the car, 
for those caugh| soliciting the pros- 
titutes 


The impetus for- the bill’ came 
from neighborhood groups con- 
cerned about the increase in pros- 
titution-related problems. in the 
Bryden Road area, a number of 
groups are fighting back against 
the prostitution, taking down the 
license numbers of cars apparently 
involved in the prostitution trade, 
and sending "Dear Johns" letters to 
men convicted of soliciting 

Wilma Brown, who has been 
living on Bryden Road for two 
years, said she has.seen.an im- 
provement in the area 


‘When | first moved here, quite 
a lot of ladies were hanging out on 
the corners,” Brown said. "But you 
hardly ever see them now," The 
reason, Brown noted, was the ag- 
gressive activities of police and 
block-watch ‘groups. “When they 
see them out there, the girls vanish. 
So it's pretty quiet," Brown said. 

However, other neighborhood 
residents were not so comfortable 


“aboul the change. Mrs. Lewis, 


who did not give her first name, 
lives near Kelton Ave. on Bryden 
Road. _She said the prostitution 
problem in ber area is not bad, “but 
down below (on Bryden Rd.), yes." 
She said she sees the- activity fre- 
quently on Bryden Road : 

Mrs. Lewis supported increasing 
the penalties, "for the men and the 
women 


Another Bryden Road resident, 
who did nat wish 9 have her name 
used, said there is “a lot of (pros- 
titution activity) going on" in the 
area. “it moved over from Main 
Street somewhat,” the resident 
said, adding that.she believed the 
prostitution was tied into drug ac- 
tivity 


The resident did not want her 
name used because "those folk will 
come after you,” noting that others 
in her neighbothood had found 
their cars broken into. 


House Bill 171 was referred to 
the House Judiciary and Criminal 
Justice Committee. No hearings 
have been held on the bill.

Vitiligo sufferers don’t 
have to lighten their skin

Oprah Winfrey recently inter- 
viewed Michael Jackson before a 
television audience of 61 million 
people. The issue that causes the 
most interest was Michael's 
revelation that he is suffering from 
a skin condition that caused his 
skin to lighten. As a dermatologist, 
| am often asked what this condi- 
tion is and does Michael Jackson 
really have it? 

There isa condition called 
vitiligo in which the pigment cells in 
the skin die off resulting in white 
areas. The white patches can be 
Jocated on any part of the body at 
any age, regardless of'sex orrace— 

In African Americans, the con- 
trast between the pigmented areas 
and the vitiliginous.patches can be 
striking and result in avery disfigur- 
ing pattern.on the skin. .Total loss 
of pigment is very rare. 

Two percent of the population 
suffers from this condition and 
about 25% of patients with vitiligo 
have a relative with the problem 
suggesting a dominantly inherited 
predisposition. A number of medi- 
cal disorders are also associated 
with vitiligo: thyroid disease, 
diabetes mellitus, pernicious 
anemia and Addison's disease. 

There are four general options 
for the treatment of vitiligo: protec- 
tion from solar damage, cosmetic 
camouflage, repigmentation and 
depigmentation. Because the 
depigmented areas have no color, 
theyvare very sensitive to the 
damaging tays of the sun. These 
patients are warned to protect their 
skin from too much sun exposure. 

For some people, covering up 
the white. areas can be ac- 


complished with opague cos: 
metics so that the white patches 
don't show through. The most ef- 
fective treatment for patients with 
limited depigmentation is PUVA. 
PUVAI\Is the use of ultraviolet Alight 
and a chemical called Psoralen. 
This usually results in new pigment 
cells growing into the depigmented 
areas in about 80% of those: 
treated. In severe cases when 
more than 40% of the body surface 
is involved, we can consider remov- 
ing the rest of the color withthe 
chemical 20%:-monobenzyl ether of 
hydroquinone: 

Does Michael Jackson have 
vitiligo? | don't know without ex- 
amining him. For those people who 
“do, there are effective treatment al 
ternatives without resortin to the 
total removal of their pigmentation,
